Second Soviet wheat 
deal announced today 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Co n­ 
firmatio n o f ano ther US.-So v iet 
wheat deal was anno unced to ­ 
day by the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment, bringing to 3.2 millio n 
to ns the to tal amo unt o f wheat 
o fficially so ld to the Russians 
this y ear. 
At the same time, the Cana­ 
dian Wheat Bo ard anno unced 
the sale o f two millio n lo ng to ns 
o f wheat, appro x imately 7 4 .6 
millio n bushels, to the So v iet 
Uni (Mi. 
The USDA has said the Rus­ 
sian purchases fro m the Ameri­ 
cans, amo unting to abo ut 118 
millio n bushels, will hav e little 
effect o n fo o d prices at U.S. su­ 
permarkets. 
The department said Wednes­ 
day that Co o k Industries Inc., 
o f Memphis, Tenn., has so ld 
two millio n metric to ns and 
Cargill Inc. o f Minneapo lis said 
it was co mpleting arrange­ 
ments to sell ano ther 1.2 mil­ 
lio n to ns. 
The department's fo rmal an­ 
no uncement to day said that 1.2 
millio n to ns had been so ld to 
the Russians but did no t identi­ 
fy the seller. Ho wev er, a de­ 
partment spo kesman said it 
was Cargill. 
There were unco nfirmed ru­ 
mo rs o f additio nal deals in­ 
v o lv ing wheat and o ther grains. 
One ex po rter, Bunge Co rp. o f 
New Yo rk, said, “ We hav e 
been in co nv ersatio n with them 
(the Russians), but no thing has 
jelled.’’ 


It was unkno wn what the So ­ 
v iets 
were pay ing 
fo r 
the 
wheat, but bo th transactio ns 
wo uld be v alued at a to tal o f 
$4 7 5 millio n at the current 
wheat price o f abo ut $14 7 a to n. 
The Co o k co ntract wo uld be 
wo rth $300 millio n and the Car­ 
gill transactio n $17 5. 
“ Sev eral co mpanies are still 
inv o lv ed in nego tiatio n” with 
the Russians, said Richard E. 
Bell, deputy assistant secretary 
o f agriculture. 
Cargill said its Tradex sub­ 
sidiary in Genev a, Switzerland, 
was co ntracting with the So ­ 
v iets fo r U.S. hard 
winter 
wheat, so me o f it in the sum­ 
mer o f 197 6 “ Cargill ex pects to 
co mplete co ntractural arrange­ 
ments within the nex t 24 ho urs 
to supply U.S. wheat to fill this 


sale,” a co mpany spo kesman 
said. 
An o fficial o f Co ntinental 
Grain Co . o f New Yo rk City , 
ano ther to p ex po rter, declined 
to discuss po ssible nego tiatio ns. 
“ We keep in co mmunicatio n, 
that's all I can say ,” said Clar­ 
ence D. Palmby , a Co ntinental 
v ice president.

anno uncements 
came 
after mo re than a week o f ru­ 
mo rs that Russia was inter­ 
ested in buy ing substantial

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rail­ 
ro ad labo r nego tiatio ns co l­ 
lapsed to day and the Bro th­ 
erho o d o f Railway Clerks pre­ 
dicted there wo uld be a strike 
but po stpo ned the dealine until 
J uly 28. 
No settlement was in sight ei­ 
ther in the Po stal Serv ice talks. 
Nego tiato rs fo r the railway 
clerks and the natio n’s majo r 
railro ad had been repo rted 
near 
agreement 
fo r 
ho urs. 
Sho rtly befo re 1 p.m. unio n 
President C. L. Dennis said 
that while the issues “ had been 
narro wed to a v irtual agree­ 
ment” the railro ad manage­ 
ment wo uld no t "ev en agree to 
a few small items” that wo uld 
hav e co ncluded a settlement. 
The 
117 ,000-member 
unio n 
had set a strike deadline o f 
12:01 a.m. Mo nday , but Dennis 
said he agreed to po stpo ne the 
walko ut at the request o f W. J . 
Usery J r., the chief federal 
mediato r. 
Dennis to ld newsmen the fi­ 
nal issues standing in the way 
o f an ageement inv o lv ed co st- 
o f-liv ing wage increases, v aca­ 
tio ns fo r lo w senio rity wo rkers 
and adjustments in health and 
welfare benefits. 
Otherwise, he indicated the 
117 ,000-member unio n was pre­ 
pared to embrace basically the 
same 
three-y ear 
“ pattern” 
agreement signed earlier by 
sev eral o ther railway unio ns 


which pro v ided fo r a 4 1 per 
cent hike in wages and bene­ 
fits. 
The 
Fo rd 
administratio n 
urged the nego tiato rs to reach 
a settlement by midweek o r 
face the pro spect o f co ngres­ 
sio nal interv entio n in the dis­ 
pute. 


The unio n had set a deadline 
o f 12:01 a.m. Mo nday fo r a na­ 
tio nwide strike. 
Federal mediato rs were anx ­ 
io us to reso lv e the railro ad dis­ 
pute in o rder to dev o te full at­ 
tentio n to nego tiatio ns fo r 6 00,- 
000 po stal wo rkers who se co n­ 
tract ex pires at midnight Sun­ 
day .

Burning smell reported on 
board Apollo-Soyuz crafts 


SPACE CENTER, Ho usto n 
(AP) — The American Apo llo 
and So v iet So y uz ships linked in 
o rbit to day and, after a brief 
scare fro m a burning o do r, the 
co mmanders o f the two space­ 
craft prepared fo r their lo ng- 
awaited “ handshake in space.” 
The o do r, which sent the as­ 
tro nauts scurry ing fo r o x y gen 
masks, flo o ded the cabin when 
they o pened a hatch o n a tunnel 
co nnecting the two ships. 
They quickly diagno sed that 
it came fro m a furnace in the 
tunnel co nnecting Apo llo and 
So y uz. A sample fo r a metals- 
making ex periment had been 
heating in the furnace, and 
Ho usto n Missio n Co ntro l theo ­ 
rized that o do r had accumu­ 
lated in the AVz ho urs since the 
astro nauts had sealed the hatch 
mi the Apo llo end in prepara­ 
tio n fo r the do cking. 
‘There is no pro blem,” the 
co ntro l center repo rted an ho ur 
after the smell had wo rried as­ 
tro nauts Tho mas P. Staffo rd, 
Vance D. Brand and Do nald K. 
Slay to n. 
Co mmander Staffo rd, after 
assessing the situatio n, assured 
the So v iet co mmander by ra­ 
dio : “ We hav e a little pro blem. 
I think we hav e so mewhat o f a 
bad atmo sphere here. I think 
so o n that we will no lo nger 
hav e any pro blems.” 
Staffo rd and 
Leo no v 
pro ­ 
ceeded with plans to meet o ne 
ano ther in the tunnel fo r an ex ­ 
change o f greetings and flags. 
The 
So v iet 
co mmander, 
Alex ei Leo no v , also repo rted 
that “ so me o f y o ur bad atmo s­ 
phere” has seeped into the So ­ 
y uz. 
J ust befo re the Apo llo sped 
o ut o f radio co ntact with the 
gro und, Staffo rd repo rted, ‘The 
smell has dro pped and is no t 
bad any mo re.” 
Staffo rd also repo rted that 
they had smelled the same o do r 
in the v ehicle two day s ago , but 
it was no t as bad then. 
“ Let’s cro ss o ur fingers fo r a 
minute,” Staffo rd said. “ We’v e 
go t so me o x y gen masks stand­ 
ing (Mi so we can put them o n. 
No sweat.” 
If there is no pro blem, Staf­ 
fo rd and Leo no v were prepared 
to enter the tunnel later in the 
afterno o n fo r their lo ng-awaited 
“ handshake in space.” 
The ships ex ecuted the first 
ev er linkup o f American and 
So v iet space v ehicles at 11:09 
a.m. EDT, and American co m­ 
mander Tho mas P. Staffo rd 
sho uted “ We hav e succeeded!” 
His 
enthusiasm 
quickly 
shifted to cautio n when the 
crew repo rted what Staffo rd de­ 
scribed as a “ weird smell.” 
“ It smells like co rdite,” he 
repo rted. Co rdite is an in­ 
gredient in gunpo wder. 
Missio n Co ntro l o fficials said 
it was to o so o n to tell what the 


burning meant o r ho w serio us 
it was. 
Staffo rd said they first no ­ 
ticed the smell when astro naut 
Do nald K. Slay to n o pened a 
hatch leading into a co nnecting 
tunnel between the two space­ 
ships. 
“ Vance and I go t it right in 
o ur face,” the co mmander said. 
Sho rtly afterwards he said 
the smell seemed to hav e dis­ 
sipated a bit, but Ho usto n Mis­ 
sio n Co ntro l adv ised that at 
least 
o ne o f 
the 
crewmen 
do n an o x y gen mask as a 
precautio n. 
Ho usto n Co ntro l adv ised the 
astro nauts to delay the atmo s­ 
phere mix ing pro cedures in­ 
tended to precede a transfer by 
Staffo rd and Slay to n thro ugh 
the tunnel into the So y uz v e­ 
hicle to v isit co smo nauts Alex ei 
Leo no v and Valeri Kubaso v . 
Apo llo and So y uz came to ­ 
gether 14 0 miles abo v e Euro pe, 
climax ing two day s o f o rbital 
pursuit during which Staffo rd, 
Slay to n and Vance Brand skill­ 
fully guided Apo llo as the hunt­ 
er craft. 
The maneuv ers had been pre­ 
cise, and when the two missio n 
co ntro l centers, in Ho usto n and 
Mo sco w, gav e the go -ahead to 
do ck, the Apo llo mo v ed right in 
o n So y uz. 
Telev isio n v iewers o n earth 
had a dramatic ringside seat as 
a camera 
po inted o ut 
the 
Apo llo windo w sho wed the So ­ 
y uz against a brilliant blue 
earth ho rizo n. 
Slo wly , Apo llo slipped belo w 
the Russian v ehicle and then 
mo v ed in. ‘Hie picture sho wed a 
slight shaking o f the So y uz as 
the ships linked. 
“ We hav e succeeded,” the 
American co mmander, Staffo rd 
ex claimed. 
His 
Russian 
co unterpart, 
Alex ei Leo no v , said: "So y uz 
and Apo llo are shaking hands 
no w.” He spo ke in English. 
“ We agree,” Staffo rd re­ 
turned. 
“ Tell Pro fesso r Bushuy ev we 
had a so ft do ck,” Leo no v then 
radio ed Mo sco w Co ntro l. 
Dr. Ko nstantin Bushuy ev is 
technical directo r o f the Apo llo - 
So y uz pro ject fo r Russia. 
Abo ut three ho urs after do ck­ 
ing, Leo no v and Staffo rd, the 
two co mmanders, scheduled the 
lo ng-awaited 
“ handshake 
in 
space” in a co nnecting tunnel 
between the two craft. 
It will be a sy mbo lic and 
emo tio nal mo ment fo r these 
two space v eterans who hav e 
beco me fast friends during two 
y ears o f training. 
They ’ll ex change greetings 
and their natio n’s flags and 
Leno no v is to present Staffo rd 
with a United Natio ns flag to 
carry back to earth. Staffo rd 
and Slay to n then mo v e into the 
So y uz fo r the first o f fo ur crew 


transfers planned in the two 
day s o f linkup. 
The co smo nauts had deco ­ 
rated their cabin with welco me 
messages fo r their American 
v isito rs 
During 
the 
mo rning 
the 
Apo llo astro nauts steered their 


ship thro ugh fiv e co urse co rrec­ 
tio ns as they gradually and 
smo o thly mo v ed in o n the So ­ 
y uz. 
When the spacemen awak­ 
ened this mo rning they were 
mo re than 500 miles apart, but 
the Apo llo maneuv ers clo sed 


the gap between the American 
spacecraft and So y uz. 
Nearly fo ur ho urs befo re the 
planned latchup, the astro nauts 
spo tted the So y uz as a speck in 
the sky and established radio 
co ntact with the Russian space­ 
men. 
Government figures sho w 
economy has stabilized 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
go v ernment repo rted to day that 
the natio n’s eco no mic o utput 
slipped fractio nally o v er the 
seco nd three mo nths o f this 
y ear, indicating the eco no my 
has stabilized after the lo ngest 
and deepest recessio n since 
Wo rld War II. 
The Co mmerce Department 
said the v o lume o f the Gro ss 
Natio nal Pro duct, which is the 
natio n’s 
to tal pro ductio n o f 
go o ds and serv ices, dro pped 
during 
the 
quarter 
by 
an 
amo unt which when pro jected 
o v er an entire y ear wo uld equal 
three-tenths o f o ne per cent. 
It was the six th straight 
quarterly decline in v o lume of 
Gro ss Natio nal Pro duct, o r 
GNP But it was the smallest o f 
the six and co mpared to a de­ 
cline at an annual rate erf 11.4 
per cent in the first three 
mo nths o f the y ear. 
Ov er-all, to tal eco no mic o ut­ 
put has declined 7 .8 per cent 
since the start o f the recessio n. 
The Co mmerce Department 
also repo rted that the inflatio n 
rate fell to an annual rate o f 5.1 
per cent, the lo west since the 
4 .1 per cent rate during the fi­ 
nal three mo nths o f 1972. 
Inflatio n as measured in the 
GNP acco unts, which co v ers a 
bro ader range o f go o ds and 
serv ices than are included in 
the mo re familiar Co nsumer 
Price Index , was 10.3 per cent 
fo r all o f 1974 and 
8.4 per cent 


at an annual rate in the first 
quarter. 
The reduced inflatio n rate, 
co mbined with v irtually stable 
o utput, resulted in the first ad­ 
v ance in nearly two y ears in 
the per capita after-tax inco me 
o f Americans after adjustment 
o f the ero sio n o f inflatio n. 
Per capita real dispo sable in­ 
co me adv anced $133 during the 
quarter to $2,908. That figure 
had no t increased since reach­ 
ing $2,952 in the third quarter 
o f 197 3 The result o f the in­ 
crease was that Americans 
sav ed an estimated 10.6 per 
cent o f their after-tax inco me, 
mo st since an identical rate in 
the seco nd quarter o f 194 6 . 
The GNP repo rt sho wed that 
a majo r facto r in the increase 
in after tax inco me was the tax 
benefits and special So cial Se­ 
curity pay ments during the 
quarter. 
Dispo sable perso nal inco me 
increased $6 3.3 billio n at an an­ 
nual rate, with the co mbined 
tax cuts, rebates and So cial Se­ 
curity pay ments acco unting fo r 
$42.2 billio n o f that to tal. 
Perso nal sav ings pro v ide the 
basic po o l o f mo ney fo r in­ 
v estment in ex pansio n o f pro ­ 
ductiv e capacity resulting in 
new jo bs. Increase in perso nal 
sav ings also pro v ide a base fo r 
stepped-up co nsumer demand 
in the mo nths ahead. 
The perfo rmance o f the GNP 
acco unts had been anticipated 


by administratio n eco no mists 
who had been watching the 
m(Mith-by -mo nth figures o n co n­ 
sumer spending, reductio n o f 
business inv ento ries and indus­ 
trial o utput. The small negativ e 
decline in the v o lume o f o utput, 
co mbined with o ther statistics, 
indicates the eco no my was still 
declining early in the quarter 
but rallied mo destly at the end. 
The market v alue o f GNP 
ro se at an annual rate o f 4 .8 
per cent in the seco nd quarter, 
rev ersing the first quarter dro p 
of 3.9 per cent and pushing to ­ 
tal o utput to $1 ,433.4 billio n at 
an annual rate. 
The phy sical v o lume o f GNP 
is arriv ed at by reducing the 
market v alue to acco unt fo r in­ 
flatio n, and it was this adjust­ 
ment which resulted in the 
slight dro p in so -called “ real” 
GNP. 
In additio nal to being the 
deepest recessio n since Wo rld 
War II, surpassing the 3.9 per 
cent dro p in real GNP during 
the 1957 -58 recessio n, the latest 
slump was also the lo ngest. The 
starting date has been set ten­ 
tativ ely at No v ember, 
1973, the 
date o f the Arab o il embargo . 
Despite the impro v ed o utlo o k 
fo r the eco no my in the latest 
statistics, administratio n eco no ­ 
mists ex pect it will be late this 
y ear befo re the reco v ery be­ 
co mes stro ng eno ugh to reduce 
unemplo y ment belo w the cur­ 
rent 8 .9 per cent. 


Oil execs deny gas 
shortages created

D- 
111., to ex plain why av erage 
gaso line prices were increased 
by three cents a gallo n at the 
start o f the Fo urth o f J uly ho li­ 
day .

Dix o n Scho o l Bo ard President J ames Dix o n repo rted 
to the bo ard Wednesday night that a federal mediato r has 
been selected in attempts to set salary lev els fo r instruc­ 
to rs nex t y ear. 
Lew Mo o re o f the Federal Mediatio n and Co nciliatio n 
Serv ice is scheduled to meet with the bo ard’s nego tiating 
team and fiv e representativ es o f the Dix o n Teachers As­ 
so ciatio n Aug. 4 . 


An impasse was reached last mo nth in the teacher ne­ 
go tiatio ns. The teacher gro up is repo rtedly seeking a 
bo o st in their base pay , to $9,6 00 fro m the present $9,100 
Stanley Weber, scho o l superintendent, presented in­ 
fo rmatio n regarding secretarial salaries in nearby 
scho o ls. A gro up o f Dix o n High Scho o l secretaries request- 
higher salaries at the J une 18 meeting, 


Bo ard member J im Greenlee no ted, fro m the figures, 
that Dix o n’s sy stem seemed to hav e “ to o big a spread be­ 
tween the lo west and highest paid secretaries ” Dix o n’s 
lo west paid secretaries are paid 22 per cent less than the 
av erage erf the scho o ls surv ey ed, while the highest paid 
receiv e 10 per cent mo re than the av erage. ‘This seems 
inequitable,” Greenlee said He suggested that definitiv e 
jo b descriptio ns o f each po sitio n are needed in o rder to 
co mpare the salary scales o f v ario us sy stems. 
Bo ard President J ames Dix o n co mmented that it 
wo uld be hard to determine a scale because each secre­ 
tary ’s jib v aries. 


Weber mentio ned that actio n being taken b y Go v 
Daniel Walker might cut state funds to the scho o l sy stem 
by fiv e per cent. Weber wasn’t sure ex actly ho w that 
might affect the budget. 
A letter fro m Haro ld P . Seam o n, ex ecutiv e directo r o f 
the Illino is Asso ciatio n o f Scho o l Bo ards, info rmed the 
bo ard that legislatio n is pending which wo uld depriv e 
state scho o l bo ards o f their po wer to dismiss tenure teach­ 
ers The bo ard fo llo wed the ISBA reco mmendatio n 
b y v o t­ 
ing to send a letter to Go v erno r Walker urging him to v eto 
the measure. 


Wilbur Stitzel J r., assistant superintendent, finance, 
repo rted that gro up insurance rates fo r emplo y es was to 
increase. Indiv idual co v erage fro m Go lden Rule Ins Co . 
will be up to $15.6 4 per mo nth fro m $12, while family rates 
are to go fro m $32 to $41 mo nthly . Stitzel was asked to 
check into the matter. 


Reluctancy o n the part o f co ntracto rs to submit de­ 
tailed plans (mi athletic field reno v atio ns was bro ught to 
the attentio n o f the bo ard. ’The bo ard must indicate fi­ 
nancial co mmitments befo re much gets do ne,” Dix o n re­ 
po rted. Ro ugh estimates will be so ught fro m a general 
plan in o rder to determine what will be spent. 
A repo rt o n reno v atio n o f the no rth sectio n o f bleach­ 
ers at Bo wers Field was rev iewed Dix o n indicated that 
the bleachers need no t be remo v ed, just repaired. The 
wo o d seating and fo o tbo ards were identified as the pri­ 
mary items in need o f replacement. It was decided to seek 


co st estimates o f supplies fo r bleacher repair. The bo ard 
is ho ping fo r v o lunteer wo rk to carry o ut the repairs No 
ho pe was giv en fo r o pening o f the no rth bleachers fo r the 
1975 fo o tball seaso n The bo ard v o ted to clo se the bleach 
ers and make o ther pro v isio ns fo r the lo ss in seating. 


Other building and maintenance wo rk faced po st­ 
po nement. Bids fo r blackto pping ro ads at Madiso n, J ef­ 
ferso n, and the high scho o l were rejected Rev isio ns in the 
high scho o l girl’s lo cker ro o m will be reco nsidered nex t 
y ear Replastering the ceiling in the bo y ’s lo cker-sho wer 
area was indefinitely po stpo ned, as were further changes 
in the library area. 
A reso lutio n was passed fo r autho rizing purchases by 
the bo ard at disco unt prices thro ugh the state Department 
o f General Serv ices, An $11,000 multigraph printing press 
is to be bo ught in this fashio n, 


Arno uid Butterbaugh bro ught the sale o f his bus co n 
tracts to Kankakee Auto Leasing to the bo ard fo r appro v ­ 
al He cited his accident in May , 197 4 , when a bridge co l­ 
lapsed in fro nt o f him plus the increase in capital required 
to carry o n as reaso ns fo r the sale. 
Earl McCo mb, a representativ e o f the firm which 
handles bus co ntracts in Kankakee, Blo o mingto n, Deca 
tur, and Blo o mingto n, Minn., stated that he required the 
bo ard to ado pt a pro tectio n clause o n increasing gaso line 
prices befo re he co uld accept the co ntract Stitzel po inted

The electronic equ ipment in 
the Washington Ru ssian Embas­ 
sy , and in their other places of 
bu siness throu ghou t America, 
monitors so many personal con­ 
v ersations they hav e to send the 
messages to Moscow to hav e 
them interpreted, then retu rned 
to KGB agents in the United 


States, who u se the information to 
blackmail the Americans into 
comply ing with the commu nist 
requ ests. 
The U.S. agents hav e been se­ 
cretly monitoring the commu ­ 
nists u ntil Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller’s commission blew 
the lid off information, now we 
are lost.

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Mao 
Tse-tu ng is now engaged in an all-ou t 
effort to get the IJnited States and 
West Eu rope to snatch his chestnu ts 
ou t of the fire. 
He’s intent on selling the United 
States on keeping a strong enou gh 
force in the waters off Sou theast 
Asia and a su fficient diplomatic and 
economic presence to blu nt Ru ssian 
ex pansion. He has an abiding fear of 
Sov iet encirclement, which seems 
high on the list of Kremlin aims. And 
Mao also hopes, throu gh a continu ed 
United States presence, to keep the 
door open for the bu ilding of a more 
effectiv e Chinese-sponsored u nder­ 
grou nd in Thailand, Malay sia, Sin­ 
gapore and the Philippines. 
It is clear that after Laos, Viet­ 
nam and Cambodia, Mao is not wor­ 
ried that American operations in 
Asia will be any bar to the particu lar 
brand of u ndergrou nd su bv ersion 
and gu errilla warfare in which he 
has prov en his technical geniu s. On 
the contrary , a bu ildu p of Ru ssian- 
backed parties, as has occu rred in 
Latin America, Africa and in Sou th 
Asia, cou ld prov e a hard-to-beat 
combination. 
Mao’s stay -in-Asia messages to 
the United States come in the form 
of cov ert hints to sou rces close to 


American diplomatic circles. Mao 
has learned, by carefu l observ ation, 
that U.S. foreign serv ice officers, 
the State Department hierarchy and 
selected influ ential academic lead­ 
ers ju mp mu ch more qu ickly to the 
bait when the hints are indirect, 
channeled confidentially throu gh 
men with “inside contacts.’’ 


The Chinese hav e also let it be 
known in Japan, again “secretly ” 
bu t taking care to make certain the 
secret is spread, that they are not 
seeking to end the alliance that 
cou ntry has with the United States. 
As has been well reported, they con­ 
fidentially told President Marcos of 
the Philippines they had no objection 
to American bases in his cou ntry . 
Mao’s men hav e also hinted strongly 
they are in no hu rry to acqu ire Tai­ 
wan, now gov erned by Chiang Kai- 
shek’s su ccessors. 
The United States is not Mao’s 
only target. He’s been spry ly activ e 
these past months in inv iting a bev y 
of West Eu ropean leaders to China, 
giv ing them red carpet treatment, 
hav ing his men su ggest to these 
Westerners that Eu rope, not China, 
is Brezhnev ’s target. 
There has been a v eritable pa­ 
rade of West Germans. Again and 
again, with infinite patience, Mao’s 


aides dru m on the theme that the 
Kremlin is making a feint to the 
East, against China, only to bemu se 
and distract West Eu rope. Once 
Britain, France and West Germany 
relax , the story ru ns, the Ru ssians 
will mov e in. 
Premier Chou En-lai tells the 
Eu ropeans they mu st strengthen 
themselv es economically , politically 
and militarily . Teng Hsiao-ping indi­ 
rectly u rges the British to stay in the 
Common Market. The Chinese pu ll 
no pu nches in deriding the naiv ete of 
those Eu ropean leaders who believ e 
in promoting friendship with Ru ssia 
and who work activ ely for detente. 


Mao’s hope, of cou rse, is that a fi­ 
nancially strong, u nited, militarily 
effectiv e West Eu rope, reaching ou t 
politically and economically to East 
Germany , Poland, Czechoslov akia, 
Hu ngary and Ru mania, will keep 
Leonid Brezhnev and his Kremlin 
Colleagu es so occu pied in the West 
that Mao and associates will be free 
to follow their aims in Africa, the 
Middle East, Latin America and 
Asia. 
If there’s to be conflict, the Chi­ 
nese strategy ru ns, let it be between 
the su perpowers and their Western 
allies, leav ing Peking free to pick u p 
the pieces.

BELMONT, Mass.— For too 
many y ears it has been consid­ 
ered socially u nacceptable and 
ev en professionally risky to wor­ 
ry ou t lou d abou t Commu nism. 
Today , howev er, what jeopardy 
may hav e ex isted for an ou tspok­ 
en anti-Commu nist ou ght to be a 
thing of the past, for the Reds are 
piling u p v ictories ev ery where. 
Portu gal: Early in 1974, a mil­ 
itary cou p toppled the anti-Com- 
mu nist gov ernment of Portu gal, 
formerly one of the two or three 
most determined anti-Commu nist 
nations on earth, and things hav e 
progressed leftward at a dizzy ing 
pace since then. 
Du ring the past few months, 
the admittedly pro-Commu nist 
military ru lers hav e cru shed a 
pitifu l attempt to u nseat them; 
President Spinola was forced to 
flee; leading citizens were arrest­ 
ed; a heav ily Commu nist-domi­ 
nated cabinet was appointed; 
banks and insu rance companies 
were nationalized; riv al political 
parties were ou tlawed; and the 
press became totally Red. The 
fall of Portu gal has greatly in- 


creased pressu re on neighboring 
Spain, a long-time target of Com­ 
mu nist designs. 
Greece: Late in April, the new 
pro-Commu nist gov ernment in 
Greece made its leap to the left 
obv iou s when it ordered the U.S. 
Six th Fleet ou t of home port facil­ 
ities near Athens. As a resu lt, the 
conv ersion of the Mediterranean 
Sea into a Red lake mov ed omi­ 
nou sly closer to total reality . 


Sou theast Asia : Also at the end 
of April, the world witnessed the 
v ictory of Commu nism in Sou th 
Vietnam, Laos, and Cambodia. 
Americans were told by their 
President not to blame any one for 
this ov erwhelming setback. Bu t 
while some will continu e to bu ry 
their heads in sand prov ided by 
the Administration, this remark­ 
able Commu nist triu mph certain­ 
ly lx x )sted the morale and deter­ 
mination of Reds ev ery where. 
Thailand and The Philippines: 
Assu rances that the fall of Indo­ 
china wou ld not produ ce a domino 
effect hav e been qu ickly prov en 
false. Fiv e day s after the fall of 
Sou th Vietnam, the United States 
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was told to cu t back its military 
presence in Thailand. Du ring the 
celebrated May agu ez incident, 
the Thai gov ernment angrily pro­ 
tested u se of its soil by U.S. Ma­ 
rines. 
On Ju ne 10, American newspa­ 
pers carried the chilling news 
that ou r once-solid ally , the Phil­ 
ippines, had broken diplomatic 
ties with Taiwan and opened them 
with Peking. Another domino had 
been pu shed to the left. 
Italy : On Ju ne 17, we awoke to 
learn that the Italian Commu nist 
Party had ju st scored tremen­ 
dou s gains in tha nation’s elec­ 
tions. Almost u nqu alified v ictors, 
the Commu nists can now be ex ­ 
pected to wield near total control 
throu gh a coalition with their left- 
wing allies, the Marx ist Social­ 
ists. 


Mozambiqu e: Formerly an in­ 
tegral part of anti-Commu nist 
Portu gal, 
Mozambiqu e 
was 
granted independence on Ju ne 25 
by Lisbon’s Red leaders. The new 
nation’s first President, Samora 
Moisés Machel, is a 10-y ear v eter­ 
an of Frelimo, the terrorist grou p 
su pported for a decade by Red 
China and the Sov iet Union. He 
has v owed to make Mozambiqu e 
a “tru ly Marx ist state.” 
Meanwhile, Henry Kissinger is 
try ing to giv e the Panama Canal 
to the Marx ists in Panama ; Span­ 
ish leftists eagerly await the 
death of Franco; and the leaders 
of Au stralia and New Zealand are 
pu shing their nations leftward at 
an alarming pace. At home, so­ 
cialist big gov ernment continu es 
to grow and ou r leaders insist on 
financing and su staining Commu ­ 
nists all ov er the globe. If the 
United States is not to be the final 
domino, the American people had 
better realize that we hav e been 
losing badly , and then get to work 
to rev erse the trend.

REFLECTIONS 
One oil price 
redu ction does not mean we are go­ 
ing to escape higher gasoline costs 
bu t it is better than a reported price 
hike. 
Ecu ador, one of the Oil Petro­ 
leu m Ex porting Cou ntries (OPEC) 
last week redu ced tax on oil ex port­ 
ed which is ex pected to decrease the 
cost by 3 to 4 per cent to importing 
cou ntries. 


The primary market for Ecu a­ 
dorian oil is the Caribbean, CJentral 
and North American west coasts. 
Ecu ador recorded trade deficits 
in the third qu arter of 1974 and the 
tax redu ction is apparently a mov e 
to attempt to increase oil ex ports. 
The action by Ecu ador is the first 
price redu ction by an OPEC mem­ 
ber since their joint raising of tax es 
and roy alties in October 1973. 


Ecu ador is a minor OPEC mem­ 
ber bu t its action which su rfaced 
points to difficu lties ex perienced by 
other members which are threats to 
the cohesion of the oil-pricing cartel 
and abou t the su ccess of the OPEC’s 
annou nced intention to raise prices 
in October. 
Iraq is seeking to' borrow $500 
million ov er the nex t fiv e y ears from 
a sy ndicate headed by the Union of 
Arabic and French Banks. The same 
bank has been asked to lend Oman 
$100 million ov er the nex t fiv e y ears. 
Algeria needs $1 billion in me­ 
diu m-term loans by the end of this 
y ear and last month raised abou t 


$135 million from abroad. 
Indonesia’s 
gov ernment-owned 
mining and oil corporation, Perta- 
mina, is negotiating with Western 
money markets, the World Bank, the 
Asian Dev elopment Bank and other 
OPEC members to consolidate its 
foreign debts which total abou t $2.5 
million. 


Venezu ela has annou nced it ex ­ 
pects a 20 per cent redu ction in the 
cou ntry ’s oil rev enu es for the second 
half of this y ear. 
And Iran, where in May , oil ou t­ 
pu t was down 20 per cent has an­ 
nou nced plans to scale down its fiv e- 
y ear dev elopment plan goals. 
We are continu ally warned it is 
fu tile to seek relief from the on­ 
slau ght of u pward trends in the price 
of fossil fu els by looking closely at 
OPEC situ ation hoping to find some 
weakness which will cau se them to 
relent and lower the price of oil. 


As ev ery one knows since later in 
1973 OPEC oil has qu adru pled in 
price and now costs abou t $11 per 
barrel. 
In 19 70 the U.S. imported 23 per 
cent of the oil u sed and now 35 per 
cent of the oil consu med here is im­ 
ported. 
We are told and there is consider­ 
able ev idence to persu ade u s there is 
no assu rance shou ld OPEC prices go 
down, they will not capriciou sly be 
hiked again like they were in 1973. 
This leads to the conclu sion the 
U.S. cannot afford to rely on OPEC 


for 35 per cent of its oil requ ire­ 
ments. 
There are two way s to correct 
this: u se less oil and domestically 
produ ce more fu el. 
In fact, one indu strialist, F i ^ L. 
Shanklin, v ice president of Union 
Carbide, has observ ed “The U.S. 
shou ld thank its lu cky stars that the 
Middle East War resu lted in the Ar­ 
ab oil boy cott.” 


He went on to say , “This forces u s 
to look seriou sly at this situ ation, 
and hopefu lly to prepare for its solu ­ 
tion by the early or mid-eighties. 
Otherwise,” asserts Shanklin, “ou r 
dependence on imports might hav e 
become so great that the solu tion 
wou ld hav e been more costly and re­ 
qu ired a generation or so longer. ” : 
The ou tbreak of Mideast hostili­ 
ties in October 1973 led to significant 
Arab cu tbacks in produ ction of oil.; 


The Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and 
Dev elopment 
(OCED) failed to agree on a sharing 
plan to av ailable oil su pplies. 
Thu s the matter was left to oil 
companies. 
The OPEC u sed this seller’s mar­ 
ket to raise its tax take and the larg­ 
est increase took place after negoti­ 
ation with oil companies were brok­ 
en off and OPEC gov ernments u ni­ 
laterally began to set prices. 
It does not really seem one price- 
break by an OPEC member means 
the end to the spiralling cost of oil.

The suit against Hertz, Avis

with conspiring to fix rental 
prices at major airports. The 
league alleges the companies

“ Our ratio of success is only 
about 25 per cent, including 
cases we discontinue before we 
start,” said Bader. ‘T he law 
favors big business. Companies 
operating on the fringe of liabil­ 
ity have the benefit of top flight 
legal counsel. If the class ac­ 
tion lawy er doesn’t win a re­ 


covery he doesn’t get a plugged 
nickel for his services.” 
Bader, a portly man in his 
mid 5 0s, logs an estimated mil­ 
lion miles a y ear servicing his 
major client. His Manhattan 
law firm became general coun­ 
sel to the league in 197 2. 
“ I worked for a firm at a 
substantial retainer,” he said 


“ The company was absorbed 
by a large conglomerate and 
after the merger I didn’t want 
to be subordinate to any body . 
Besides, I had made my money 
already . Normally this kind of 
law is profitable enough only 
for people who can afford it. 
“ You need investigators, re­ 
searchers and clerks. A lot of 


y oung lawy ers come here to 
work just for the training. The 
law 
school 
deans 
send 
us 
people. If we have a successful 
result w e’ll give them an allow­ 
ance.” 
The league has a board of di­ 
rectors headed by Philip Gor­ 
don, an inventor from Freeport, 
N.Y. Members pay $1 a y ear in 


dues. But the heart of the fi­ 
nancial structure is contribu­ 
tions. 
"Some are substantial,” said 
Bader. “ If we took all the secu- 
rites cases we could handle the 
cost would average about $300 
per member. We’ll g et into a 
consumer case if it has merit 
and the members desire.” 


The car rental suit grew out 
of member complaints about 
rate differences between the 
big three companies and sm all­ 
er firms located several miles 
away from airports. 
“ Our members travel a lot,” 
said Bader. “ J oseph Allen, a 
Cleveland builder traveled to 
Dallas-Fort Worth in connection 


with bonds of a company in 
bankruptcy . He found he could 
have rented a car for half the 
price but some distance from 
the airport. We knew that the 
FTC was investigating. Getting 
evidence and proof can be an 
overwhelming task. When the 
FTC complaint was filed we ze­ 
roed in.”

Jetfoil may 
be ans wer to 
commuters woes 


HONOLULU (A P ) - When 
it’s sitting at the dock, the 90- 
foot 112-ton vessel looks like 
just another ungainly double­ 
deck harbor cruise boat. 
But when its twin gas turbine 
water jet engines begin sucking 
up and expelling 220 tons of 
seawater per minute, the hull 
rises smoothly and the craft 
quickly accelerates to nearly 50 
miles an hour, only knife-like 
steel struts slicing the water. 
This is the Seaflite Jetfoil, 
billed as the nation’s first com­ 
mercial hydrofoil and an even­ 
tual answer 
to commuters’ 
dreams in many cities. 
The first of three Jetfoils 
built by the Boeing Aerospace 
Co. for Seaflite was tested here 
for several weeks and began 
passenger service in mid-June 
with less than capacity crowds 
aboard. 
The craft makes daily runs to 
neighboring islands, competing 
with established airline service. 
But the Jetfoil is being watched 
closely for its potential on 
shorter commuter runs. 
Its designers talk of pleasant, 
smooth commuter service from 
Great Neck to Manhattan in 18 
minutes, San Francisco to the 
San Francisco Airport in 38 
minutes 
and 
Bremerton 
to 
Seattle in 21 minutes. 
Hawaii officials including the 
goveror have ridden the Jetfoil 
''and are looking at the possi­ 
bility of buying and subsidizing 
the »0-passenger craft to cut 
the traffic jams between Hono­ 
lulu and its seaside suburbs.

The submerged hydrofoil be­ 
neath the struts is like the wing 
of an airplane, and the 3,000- 
horsepower engines do essen­ 
tially the same thing with wa­ 
ter that a jet aircraft engine 
does with air. 
Passengers sit in a two-level 
air-conditioned cabin complete 
with airline-style seats, fold­ 
down trays and attendants to 
serve food. The ocean swells 
and chop pass beneath the hull, 
and the motion the passenger 
feels is more like a plane in 
flight turbulence than a ship at 
sea. 
The smooth ride is aided by a 
computer-controlled automat­ 
ic pilot. 
“ In effect the skipper oper­ 
ates the vessel by telling the 
computers which direction he 
wants to go, at what speed and 
at what height,” says Muller. 


‘The computers do all the rest. 
The skipper and co-pilot really 
only serve as lookouts.” 
In swells higher than eight 
feet the automatic pilot follows 
the rise and fall slightly. When 
a swell reached 20 feet the Je t­ 
foil begins to pitch and dive, of­ 
ficials say. But they note that 
sea that heavy is rare even in 
Hawaiian waters, which are 
generally rougher than most 
areas where the Jetfoil could 
be used for tourists or commut­ 
ers. 
Because of its nearly wave- 
less wake the Jetfoil can be 
used close to shore and in tight 
channels, Seaflite officials say.

WASHINGTON (A P) — Bill 
Usery, who has often worked 
magic with a “ keep ’em talk­ 
ing” approach to hammering 
out labor settlements, is at the 
center of government efforts to 
head off possible strikes by 
railway and postal workers. 


Solving what often seemed to 
be intractable labor disputes 
has almost become routine for 
Usery during six years 
in 
Washington. But this time he is 
facing two sets of negotiations, 
both vital to the economy. 


Shuttling between the two ne­ 
gotiations, the White House s 
chief labor troubleshooter has 
been meeting day and night 
with labor and management of­ 
ficials involved in the railroad 
and postal talks. 
Usery, 51, is a big, back- 
slapping former welder from 
Georgia whose approach to bar­ 
gaining is optimistic and folksy 
but persistent. He also has a 
tireless supply of energy which 
he uses to wear down negotia­ 
tors. 


‘There is no substitute for 
keeping people at the bargain 
ing table,” he 
says. 
‘There 
must be equal pressure on both 
sides to understand the issues 
and the feeling of the other par­ 
ty on the issues 
‘The parties to a dispute are 
likely to get different versions 
of what their differences are all 
about unless they talk long 
enough to read each other cor­ 
rectly.” 
Usery s technique is to keep 
both sides in separate rooms, 
shuttle back and forth, coun­ 
seling the parties, until he be 
lieves things are warmed up 
enough to bring them together, 
usually after midnight. 
His 
marathon 
bargaining 
style was developed in the 1950s 
when he was a top negotiator 
for the Machinists Union in the 
aerospace 
industry. 
At 
the 
time, bargaining sessions were 
often conducted around 
the 
clock because of the necessity 
of including second and third 
shift workers in the talks 
Despite 
his 
union 
back­ 
ground, Usery has won praise 
from management as well as 
labor. “ With Bill in here help 
ing out, 1 think we can reach a 
m utually agreeable settle­ 
ment," Darrel Brown, chief ne­ 
gotiator for the Postal Service, 
said this week in a comment 
typical of those heard during 
stalled contract negotiations. 
Born W illie Julian Usery Jr , 
he uses only W .J., but every­ 
body calls him Bill. 
Although a Democrat, he was 
brought to Washington by for 
mer President Richard W Nix­ 
on, who appointed him assist­ 
ant

Mention the Kokomo Plan to al­ 
most any letter carrier in Port­ 
land and you’ll hear stories of 
exploitation and warnings of a 
nationwide walkout. 
“ It’s not a computerized mail 
system,” said one mailman. 
“ It’s a computerized way of 
treating people.” 
The Kokomo Plan, known for­ 
mally as the Letter Carriers 
Route 
Evaluation 
System 
(LA C RES), is a mail delivery 
experiment launched in Ko­ 
komo, Ind., last November and 
at Portland’s Rose City station 
in February. Although 1,000 
more postal stations are being 
considered for the test, Kokomo 
and Portland are 
the only 
places it’s been implemented. 
The Postal Service says its 
an overdue attempt to pare the 
fat from an inefficient delivery 
system; letter carriers dub it a 
simple speed-up aimed at elim i­ 
nating 15,000 jobs. 
James H. Rademacher, presi­ 
dent of the National Association 
of 
Letter 
Carriers, 
said 
recently that unless the Ko­ 
komo Plan is discontinued after 
the Postal Service reviews it in 
August, “ I have no alternative 
but to order a work stoppage.” 
Rademacher received author­ 
ization at the union’s national 
convention last August to call a 
nationwide walkout, although 
postal unions are prohibited by 
law from striking.

Plan just might make him do 
it. 
“ It’s illegal,” he said at the 
time, “ and I am fully aware of 
the possibility of a jail sen­ 
tence. But we must stop the 
mad attempts by management 
to dehumanize — robotize — 
our lives and existence.”

In 
theory, the carrier functions 
more efficiently, the public 
served as well or better and the 
Postal Service saves money.

Ozark hillbillies thrive on tourist trade 


By DOROTHY ROE LEWIS 
BRANSON, Mo. (N E A )- 
Meet the rich hillbillies 
the 
Ozarks. 
For (Mice there is no such ani­ 
mal as a grim recession along 
the piney ridges <rf southwest 
Missouri and northwest Arkan­ 
sas, (x ice classified as one of the 
most depressed areas in the 
U5. 
Now that modem highway s 
■? hav e opened up the hill country 
to tourist trav el, the Ozarks are 
reaping a new kind of harv est- 
tourist dollars. 
Hill families hav e subsisted 
for generations by “ making 
do” with the sparse crops of 
ttieir rocky land, the fish and 
game 
from 
their 
nativ e 
streams and forests and the 
herbs, nuts and berries growing 
wild in the woods. They now are 
•discov ering that their pioneer 
. crafts are worth their weight in 
gold to the “ furriners” who tour 
&e mountain roads in steadily 
increasing numbers. 
Handmade 
quilts 
which 
Ozark women usedi to piece, 
from calico scraps to keep their 
families warm now sell for $50 
to $150 and up at craft centers in 
the hills. Baskets which farm­ 
ers used to weav e from split 
oak and hickory bark to sell for 
a dime apiece a generation ago 
now bring from $3.50 to $15 or 
$20, depending on size and 
workmanship. Collectors, comb 
.the backwoods in search of 
• primitiv e furniture and utensils 
to use as objects of art in costly 
modem homes or fashionable 
antique shq)s. 
TIk national craft boom has 
prov ided a bonanza for the rug­ 
gedly independent folks who 
glory in the name of hillbilly . 
Twofo the biggest centers for 
pioneer crafts are Silv er Dollar 
City , near Branson, and the 
new Ozark Folk Center at 
Mountain View, Ark. Both an­ 
ticipate more than a million 
v isitors during the tourist sea­ 
son, which starts in April and 
runs through October. Don 
Richardson, manager of the 
Silv er Dollar City Chamber of 
Commerce, say s: 
“ Attendance has increased 
each y ear ex cept one, 1969, 
since our opening in 1963. This 


y ear we are adding a new 
ev ent, the Festiv al (rf Mountain 
Folks’ Music in June and are 
ex tending the annual fall Na- 
tiOTial Festiv al of Caftsmen to 
three weeks—Saturday , Sept. 
20 through Sunday , Oct. 12.” 
Bill Daum, recreation direc- 
tcw of the Ozark Folk Center, 
say s: 
“ We’re stretching Social Se­ 
curity checks for the senior citi­ 
zens around here. In almost ev ­ 
ery home in Stone County y ou 
can find somecme who is skilled 
in pioneer crafts passed down 
through the generations and 
who is willing to demonstrate 
them at the Folk Center.” 


The Folk Center, opened in 
1973, is an imposing compound 
built (m a mountain t(^ ov er- 
locking the little town of Moun­ 
tain View, Ark. It was built with 
a federal grant of $3.4 million 
and is owned by the town of 
Mountain View. It is operated 
by the State of Arkansas as a 
state park and includes a huge 
auditorium dev oted to folk mu­ 
sic concerts ev ery ev ening plus 
a compound where craftsmen 
of the region demonstrate 17 pi- 
(Mieer crafts. These range from 
spinning, weav ing and quilting 
to the making of applehead and 
cornshuck dolls, pottery , black- 
smithing and l^sket making. 
Music is prov ided by J immy 
Driftwood and his Hackensack 
Society , all residents of the 
area. 
Ty pical of the newly prosper­ 
ous craft families who hav e 
found an unlimited maricet at 
the craft festiv als is the San­ 
ders family of Centralia, Mo. 
Their newly remodeled farm­ 
house stands in the center of a 
square mile of cwnfields. Nev ­ 
ille Sanders farms his ancestral 
acres as he alway s has dcx ie, 
but his wife J ewel has found a 
naticHial demand for the c(m ti- 
shuck dolls and flower arrange­ 
ments she makes from the 
once-discarded cornshucks. 
Mr. and Mrs. Sanders and their 
three children—Scott, 5» , Susie, 
18, and Sherry , 17, work the 
y ear round making cornshuck 
items they demonstrate and 
sell during fall festiv als at Sil­ 
v er Dollar City and elsewhere.

Ano^er couple who found a 
new way to life through the Sil­ 
v er Dollar City festiv al is Wil- 
fwd and Irene Hay mes of Con­ 
way , Mo. When Wilford had a 
heart attack a few y ears ago 
and was unable to work his 
farm, things lodged black for 
the Hay mes family . But Irene 
persuaded her husband to learn 
chair caning at a local craft 
class. Not to be outdwie, Mrs. 
Hay mes ex perimented with 
making cornshuck seats for 
chairs, footstools and benches 
and now joins her husband each

Officials sa y the increase appears to be straining the 
economies of Moscow’s Communist customers. “ Tl^ So­ 
viets are acting like good ca pita lists,” one diplomat ob­ 
served. ’T hey have bumped up their oil prices to take a d­ 
vantage of w(M*ld market conditions. However, so far as 
charges to their allies are concerned, they have kept their 
prices below those of the Arab and other oil-producing 
countries.” 


Portugal’s coalition dissolved 


LISBON, Portugal (A P)— Portugal’s leftist military 
leaders dissolved the military -civilian coalition govern­ 
ment Thursday after the moderate Popular Democratic 
Party (PPD) quit the cabinet. The PPD walkout, follow­ 
ing that of the Socialists la st week, left the Communist 
front the only significant civilian group in the cabinet, and 
it has the aUegiance of only 18 per cent of the voters. A 
spokesman for the ruling military Revolutionary Council 
said the new cabinet would not be exclusively military , 
but he refused to indicate who the civilians would be.

Night workers discuss 
their sleepin g problem 
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CHICAGO 
(AP) 
- Night 
workers talk about their sleep 
problems the way other people 
talk about the weather, says a 
Un iversity of Chicago sociology 
researcher. 
Sleepin g seems to be the m a­ 
jor problem of these workers, 
followed by eatin g an d social 
relation s, she said in an in ter­ 
view Wedn esday. 
The researcher, Lola Jean 
Kozak, drew on her experien ces 
as a psychiatric n urse on the 
overn ight—or graveyard—shift 
in Michigan hospitals an d on 
sociological literature for a 
study published in the Michigan 
State Un iversity sociology jour­ 
n al, Summation . 
Miss Kozak, n ow a Chicago 
graduate studen t, said the lives 
of people who work n ight shifts 
“were shaped by the fact that 
the hours they worked were dif­ 
feren t from those of the m ajor­ 
ity of people in their en viron ­ 
men t.” 
Sleepin g 
in daytime, 
she 
n otes, is difficult because “You 
are 
awaken ed 
about 
three 
hours in to a soun d sleep by the 
whin e of a n eighbor’s electric 
drill, poun din g hammers, an d 
loud talk.” 
“If it’s 3 a.m ., you can 
march over in righteous in ­ 
dign ation an d deman d quiet,” 
she said. “The police will even 
come an d back you up. If it is 
11 a.m., you are helpless.” 
An d there are door-to-door 
salespeople, cryin g babies, con ­ 
struction crews, lawn mowers 
an d other n oises to disturb day­ 
time sleep, alon g with bright 
sun shin in g in the win dow. 
“Problems with sleepin g be­ 
came a regular part of con ver­ 
sation s with fellow n ight work­ 
ers, much like discussin g the 
weather by day people,” she 
reported. 
Digestive 
difficulties 
are 
common to all n ight workrs, 
she said. 
“If n ight workers tried to 
coordin ate their eatin g with 
spouses, frien ds or roommates, 
they faced roast beef 
an d 
mashed potatoes shortly after 
wakin g when their stomachs 
would have preferred toast an d 
coffee,” Miss Kozak n oted. 
By the time n ight workers’ 
bodies are ready for a full, hot 
meal, they are at work where 
such a meal rarely.is available, 
she said. 
Con sequen tly, n ight workers 
have a poor diet an d their di­ 
gestive problems are worsen ed 
by in creased con sumption of 
cigarettes, coffee an d liquor. 
Loss of sleep, lack of appeti- 
tite, weight loss, heartburn , 
con stipation an d diarrhea were 
troublesome legacies of the 
graveyard shift, she said. 
But, ‘The erosion of the n ight 
worker’s recreation al pattern s 
an d in terperson al ties became 
the most troublesome situation 
of all.” 
Those who work the first 
n ight shift—en din g 11 p.m. or 
midn ight—have 
less 
trouble 
with social relation s than those 
who work the later shift, she 
said. 
First 
n ight shift workers 
frequen tly meet after work at 
bars an d at each others’ apart­ 
men ts an d get together in the 


daytime before work, Miss Ko­ 
zak said. 
There are fewer opportun ities 
for such* activities when a 
worker gets off in the early 
morn in g, she said. 
Night work strain s m arital 
relation ships, especially amon g 
those who have been recen tly 
wed, an d n ormal sexual rela­ 


tion s are difficult to main tain 
when on e partn er is on an odd 
shift, she added. 
There also is a social stigma 
attached to n ight work. Miss 
Kozak foun d. Others thin k that 
n ight work is somehow less im ­ 
portan t than day work an d that 
people who work n ight shifts 
are stran ge, she said.

Wednesday and th en sent word 
to th eir National League count­ 
erparts of wh at one owner 
called, “our straw vote.” 
Th at didn’t sit too well with 
th e Nationals, wh ere Kuh n's 
support was reported to be 
complete. At th at point, th e NL 
bosses invited th e AL owners 
into th eir session for an infor­ 
mal meeting.

They gave up pitchers 
Jim Perry and Dick Bosman to 
Oakland for Blue Moon Odom, 
who wanted nothing to do with 
the Tribe. Finally Odom was 
traded to Atlanta for Roric 
Harrison, 4-2 with a 4.10 ERA. 
In all, the Indians traded for 
pitchers Harrison, Jim Bibby, 
Jackie Brown, Don Hood and 
Dave La Roche, “virtually our 
entire pitching staff,” a spokes­ 
man said. But in the Hood deal, 
the Indians also got first base­ 
man Boog Powell from the Bal­ 
timore Orioles, and that hasn’t 
disappointed them. 
Besides getting Jim Perry, 3- 
1 with Oakland, and Dick Bos­ 
man, 6-1 with the A’s, from 
Cleveland, the Western Division 
leaders picked up pitchers Stan 
Bahnsen from 
the 
Chicago 
White Sox and Sonny Siebert 
from San Diego. 
But the A’s most significant 
trade may have been the one 
for designated hitter Billy Wil­ 
liams, which sent to the Chi­ 
cago Cubs infielder Manny 
Trillo and relievers Bob Locker 
and Darold Knowles. 
Williams has been in all but 
one of Oakland’s games, has 44 
RBI and 12 home runs. 
The Red Sox, whose in­ 
explicable slide at the end of 
last season dropped them from 
first to third in the AL East, 
stayed out of the market this 
year, making only a minor deal 
that sent veteran Tommy Har­ 
per — and his big salary — to 
California for utilty man Boh 
Heise.
